ask you-—” Then he saw Deyhle waving 
his hand and a second later heard the report 
of the shot.

| GESSWELN’S HISTORY. 

Gesswein was 41 years old, and had been 
in business in this city about fifteen yeurs.

Among 
his associates Gesswein had the reputation 
of being a hard man to deal with, and is said 
to have been arrogant and overbearing, 
especially with those over whom he had an 
advantage. It was whispered among jewelers 
today that whether or not his siayer’s ac- 
count of their business transactions was cor- 
rect Mr. Gest wein had been engaged in more 
than one dispute with inventors who claimed 
that he had availed himself of their ingenu- 
ity, and after obtaining their sccrets had left 
them in the lurch. la this connection there 
was cited the case of a Boston inventor who 
went partially insane because be did not re- 
céive the price promised for his invention. 
The insanity is attributed to the refusal of 
Gesswein to meet his obligations. 

The first intimauon tsat Mrs. Gesswein 
had of the shooting was about half past 2 
o'clock in the afternoon, when a telegram 
was received by her at her house on Marcy 
avenue from a friend of her husband. The 
telegram was worded so as not to shock her.

The chess champion’s broad pages contain 
an ingenious and complete parallel column 
comparison of the games that have been and 
can be played under each of the best open- 
ings, 

Tuis will be a fresh delight to the wor- 
shipers of Caissa, that fair Circe who makes 
admirers of her casual uaintances and 
siaves of her admirers. The champion, of 
course, begins his book with elementary 
teachings for beginners. Then he 
gives a plausible excuse for the.

nse, but is surely bad Latin. Goethe calls 
chess the touchstone of the human brain.“ 
It is, at any rate, the only game worthy the 
name which is capable of imperishable rec- 
ord, of unlimited comparison, and of bound- 
less transmission across oceans of space and 
ages of time. , 

Old chess cranks remember Paul Morphy’s 
startling flash across the sky in 1856, the 
triumph of the young American wonder as 
he stormed through clubs of Paris, Vien- 
na, Berlin, London, and indeed the whole of 
Europe, wherever he could find an opponent, 
winning every gameineverycity. Staunton, 
the champion ot England, editor of chess 
literature and author of many books, de- 
clined on various pretexts to meet the young 
genius, and at t Morphy offered the old 
man odds—a bit of insolence Stauaton never 
got over as long as he lived. Nothing com- 

ble to Morphy’s foreign triumphs ever 
ppened to tickle our Yankee vanity except 
the career of the yacht America when she 
came streaking around the Isle of Wight all 
alone, the whole English yacht club with all 
its renowned fiyers bunched mules in the 
rear. 

All the old Morphyites will be glad to find 
more of Paul's games quoted an of the 
games of any other player; among the rest 
the famous ‘“‘queen-sacrifice’’ game with 
Paulsen in the New York ,tournament, 
wherein Morphy, having apparently a little 
the worstof the game already, electrifiea 
the club by giving q for bishop and then 
winning in acanter.

THE LEGENDS OF THE HOLY GRAIL. 


Considered Chiefly with Reference to Their 
Celtie Origin. 

The Atheneum: The only way to get a con- 
clusive estimate of Mr. Nutt’s progress in the 
investigation he has taken up is to read his 
book; but one may usefuily summarize his 
conclusions here. 

Among the formative elemeats of our Grail 
story that are of Ceitic origin, one may dis- 
tinguish the stories that have crystallized 
about Percival, who is, of course, Péredur 
and the Amadan Mor or Great Fool of 
Campbeli’s West Highland tales. Such are 
tne Feud-Quest, where a man, by the use of 
talismans, avenges his kinsman; the Expul- 
sion and Return tale, and the Bespelied 
Castle tale, where a hero goes to an en- 
chanted hold, and by his questions oreaks 
the spell wnich holds the inmates, a spell 
connected with food from a magic vessel. 

Now, one of the characters in these tales 18 
the Celtic war god, Bran, with his enchanted 
spear and cauldron. He is associated with 
Avalon, and he is che ink by which the Ori- 
ental legends of the gospel of Nicodemus, 
early popular in Great Britain and centering 
round Joseph of Arimathaea, the saint of 
Glastonbury, were brought into connection 
with the cycles of Peredur and his brother, 
Gwaichmai (Gawain). 

This was done in the twelfth century, and 
the result was the spiritualizawon of the 
whole story and the bestowal upon the Grail 
of that deep religious and ethical meaning 
which reaches its fullest ¢xpression when 
Galahad supersedes Percival as the Grail 
hero‘and when the quest is made the turning 
point of the whole Arthurian cycle. The 
history of the Grail is thus the history of the 
gradual transformauon of old Celtic folk 
tales into a poem charged with christian 
symbolism ana mysticism.”’ 

The twelfth century looked for a fit vehicle 
to express the new ideas, the new faith, the 
new feelings which were stirring it so pro- 
foundly, and this it found m the adaptation 
of Welsh myths.

The Alliance Between Austria, Germany, 
and England—The Methods of Common 
Action Minately Specified—Strong Coall- 
tion Against Russia and France—The 

 Unreadiness of Austria—-New Powder 
and Rifles—A Torpedo Anniversary. 
Berlin Letter in the New York Evening 

Post: Now that the meeting between tne 

Emperors of Germany and Austria is over 

people are asking what change, if any, has 

been introduced into the situation of Europe 
by this meeting. The change seems to .be 
this: That the sovereigns have amplified 
the details of their treaty of alliance. They 
were formerly bound to stand each by the 


‘other in case of aggression from some third 


power, but now all the possible forms of ag- 
gression have been scheduled, and the pro- 
posed methods of common action have been 
minutely svecified. As a consequence a 
wider community of interests has been es- 
tablished. Germany will no longer say that 
she feels no interest in the Bulgarian ques 
tion, and Austria-Hungary will in no 
circumstances allow Germany to enter 
alone into @ quarrel with France. It must 
be added that the accord of Great Britain 
with the triple alliance was pretty well se- 
cured during the Emperor William's visit to 
England, and this fact has operated power- 
fuily m persuading Turkey to join the 
0 league of peace.“ In fact, the coalition 
against Russia and France is now so strong 
that both these powers are beginning to feel 
that a serious time is coming. The Russians 
say: No that Bismarck has brought four 
great powers into line with Germany he will 
be for striking his big blow, so 1890 will not 
pass off without war.““ The French are mur- 
muring: We don't want to fight, but will 
any amount of prudence save us from being 
drawn into strife?” 

No doubt war would break out before long 
if Germany could trust Austria; but as the 
strength of a chain is tested by its weakest 
link so must the power of the triple alliance 
be measured by Austria’s inherent and appa- 
rently incurable feebleness. it is not that 
Austria is destitute of soldiers or of ser- 
viceabie war material; but what are stal- 
wart regiments and firstrate repeating rifles 
without able generajs, a well trained staff, 
and an efficient army administration? It 
is as certain as anything can be that when- 
ever war occurs Austria will be behind- 
hand with her mobilizauon, will: select the 
wrong men for the most important work, 
and will overlook something essential 
to success. Those repeating rifles, for 
instance, which fire forty rounds a min- 
ute, will require huge reserves of cartridges 
for each battalion, and how like Austria it 
would be to send the ammunition carts plod- 
ding a whole day’s march in the rear of the 
army! itis in the nature of Austria to blun- 
der. Nor can one marvel at this, seemg on 
what vrincivle army commands are distrib- 
uted. Americans will remember how at the 
beginning of the warof secession the fed- 
eral army suffered owing to the supposed pe- 
cessityof dividing the high appoiutments 
pretty equally among the different states. 
Well, the same thing is done in Austria-Hun- 
gary now. So many generaiships are given 
to tne Hungarians, so many to the Austrian- 
Germans, tothe Czechs, to the Poles, to the 
Croatians, and so on till it comes to 
this—that a man is found commanding 
an army corps, not because he has any 
military talent, but because he first 
saw the light in Galicia or Dalmatia. And, 
as though this were not bad enough, the’ best 
commands are reserved forthe men who 
have the greatest number of nobiliary quar- 
terings. Austria, in fact, remains as much 
behind the age as she was in the days when 
Napoleon said, *L’Aufriche est toujours en 
arrière d' une idée et d'une armée.”’ 

Talking of rifles, all the Mannlichers for 
the Austro-Hungarian army will be ready by 
Sept. 30, and Oct. 1 the factory of Steyr will 
begin manufacturing for the German gov- 
ernment. The German order is 800,000 Map n- 
lichers to be ready by May 1, 1890; but the 
cartridges are to be made in Prussia of that 
now famous smokeless powder which the 
Emperor of Austria admired 80 much 
when it was ublicly tried before 
him for the rst time the  otber 
day. Herr Karl Falkenstein, the in- 
ventor of this powder, is himself an Austrian, 
and his invention was offe to the Vienna 
war office and declined before its purchase at 
Berlin. Herr Falkenstein was three years 
ago practicing as a chemist at Vouckovar. 
Being a good marksman and having won 
many prizes at rifle meetings in Austria, he 
took a great interest in firearms; and hear- 
ing of the smokeless gunpowder invented by 
the French Gen. Lebel, he took a journey 
to France on purpose to discover how this 
powder was made. Of course he failed to 
get any of the powder, for the French are 
jealously guarding the secret of it, but he 
was so fortunate as to pick upa few exploded 
cartridges on the rifle practice ground at Sa- 
tory. and from these he learned that the pow- 
der was made withoutsaitpetre. Six months 
later Falkenstein, after a long course of ex- 

riments, found out Lebel’s secret, and 

astened to Vienna with a packet of smoke- 
less powder cartridges. He had the utmost 
difficulty in getting so much as a personal 
interview with old Marsbal Bylandt, who was 
then war minister, and when, at length, he 
saw this venerable relic of a bygone time he 
was told, between a wheeze and a fit of 
coughing, that there was nothingin his in- 
vention. Old Bylandt had no faith in things 
invented by civilians, and then, as he wisely 
remarked, he could not picture to himself a 
battiefiela without smoke.” Falkenstein 
thereupon went to Berlin, where Marshal 
von Moltke gave him a very different recep- 
tion. Within a mouth his powder was test- 
ed, approved, adopted, and the invention was 
bought of him for a liberal price. 

According to Count Waldersee. the use of 
smokeless powder will quadruple the slaugh- 
tering effects of firearms in battle. It makes 
one shudder to think of what the nert great 
war will be, either on séa or land. At Fiume 
in gn geey they are now celebrating the 
twenty-fifth anniversay of the institution of 
the Whitehead torpedo factory, and this com- 
memoration has brought forth some details. 
about thg extraordinary improvements which 
have been introduced into these destructive 
engines. The first fish torpedo tested at 
Fiume in 1864 (it was invented by an Austrian 
naval officer, Capt. Lupis) could not travel 
more than 64 . miles under water; 
the flsh torpedo of the newest pattern goes 
at the rate ot 85 miles per hour. The 
length of the torpedo is now 5 yards in- 
stead of 3% yards as formerly, and it carries 
a charge of 225 pounds of dynamite or gun- 
cotton in lieu of 60 pounds of gunpowder. A 
charge of 50 pounds of dynamite is enough to 
send the largest ironciad afloat to the bottom 
of the sea. For a time it was thought that 
vessels could be protected against torpedoes 
by tne Bullivant steel wire nets; but tue 
heads of the torpedoes are now fitted with 
knives which, propelled as they are, will cut 
through any wire yet invented. All these 
improvements have raised the price of tor- 
pedoes from $1,000 to $2,000.

“The phonograph is the wonder of the 
world and one of the few inventions which 
envious rivais have not charged Edison with 
having stolen. In fact even his bitterest 
rivals for fame, all of whom appear to harbor 
the idea that it is their duty to detract from 
his reputation for genius and honesty, as 
@ rule-concede that Edison did really invent 
the phonograph.’ It is an interesting story 
how he came to invent it, Many years 
When Edison was still aß Menlo Park, and 
workiug night and day for fame, he devoted 
months to perfecting the telephone, and un- 
doubtedly did more than any other inventor 
to make it practical by introducing the car- 
bon plate into the transmitter. While ex-
